Applicant's response of May 21, 2007 is found to be non-responsive. Applicant 
has canceled the previously pending claims and added new claims 129-245. 37 CFR 
1.111 requires applicant to specifically point out "the specific distinctions believed to 
render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over any applied 
references".. Applicant needs to discuss why the claims are believed to be patentable 
over the prior art that was applied in the last office action. This has not been done. 
Applicant simply states that the cited art does not appear to teach or suggest the 
combination of features. Applicant has not discussed any of the claims and has not 
discussed any of the claim limitations with respect to the applied prior art. What is it in 
the claims that applicant believes renders them patentable? Applicant canceled all 
previously pending claims but has failed to point out why the newly added claims are 
believed to be patentable over the applied prior art. A discussion of the claims, the 
claim limitations, and why they are considered patentable over the applied prior art is 
required. 

The Examiner notes that the applicant has made no statement that no new 
matter has been added to the claims although claims 129-245 are all newly added 
claims. Upon a cursory review of these claims, it appears that many of the limitations 
contain new matter or are directed to aspects of the invention that are not part of the 
specification as originally filed. The Examiner requests that the applicant direct the 
Examiner to where there is support for the newly added claim limitations in the 
specification as originally filed.
